GENERAL SPORTING NEWS OF THE DAY

The question of “Whilis the National
Buseball League?” csused considerable
forensic eloquence and argument yesterduy
in Common Pleas Court No. 1. The query,
which st first sight appears easy o suswer,
puszled all the limbs of the law whoe
essayed to solve it and probably the sola-
tion is mow surronnded with more mystery
than it ever was, The problem was the
main festure of the Decker case, well kno:r'n
to all baseball patrons. Mr. Decker, it
will be remembered, was a League umpire
@uring the early part of last season. He was
discharged by FPresident Young and conse-
quently sued the National League for the bal-
ance of his salary for the year. Through his
attorney, Mr. John D. Watsom, wrils were
served on Joho 1. Rogers and President N. E
Young, as directors of the League. The League
sttoroey, Mr. Scott Ferguson, put in a2 de-
murrer, claiming that the service wasn't legal
because the League was not defined.

Yestarday arguments for and against the de-
wurrer were bheard br Judges Stowe and Slagle,
and 85 » resuit there were many inscresting
things said about the legal and moral status of
the Nationa! League. Mr. Watson, though &

on the question against such an export lawyer
a8 Mr. Scott Ferguson. The former displayed
remarkable koowledge concerniag the law
and professional baseball clubs and his argu-
monts would, doubtless, have delighted the
Piuyers' Brotheshood. He held the attention
of the Court from beginning to end of his arga-
meut and finally scored a good point.

Mr. Ferpuson briefly opoued the casa by
gtating why the demurrer should prevail In
substance he contended that the Fervice Was
not by any legal, h ms it had not
detined or specified who or what the National
League is. In other words the plaintiff had not
definitely pointed ont who the defendant was

After more arguing of & spirited kind the
Court intimatea that the service was defective
because the Loague had not been clearly defined.
The Cout, however, stated that the case would
5ot be dismissed. Messrs, Rogers and Young
will be held a8 agents of the e until the
matter i& further considersd. It was under-
stood that Mr. Ferguson will in the meantime
be expected to ipstruct Mr. Watson =8 to what
the League is.or who the legal defendants
really are so that & better writ will be served.

Last evening Attorney Watson was satisfied
that the legal standing of the National @
n this State has been effectually assailed,
falt conBdent that if the Learue is not denned
something will be done to make i3 agent re-
spoonible. The fact that the Court siill holds
Messrs. Young and Rogers seems to give force
to this opinion. It seems reasonable to ex-
pect that thers must be responsihility some-
where. However, the case promises 1o be a
sensationa! onr, as Mr, Watson means to use
every legal device at com to test it
thornnghiy. It is the first time on record that
the League has been assailed in any such way.

The latter does not hold them,
becanse the League bougnt them from St
Louis. It also t the franchise. O
course the question again is: Who bought the
other human beings or commodities ! becanse
nobody knows who the League is. But if the
League is not a reality, or not a legal aza-
tion, how can it assume %o pnvm:%
from making a livelihood where they choose?
If it does this, can its action not be termed con-
sgimy * These are two or three questions out
o ﬂm:thumfzm themselves in this con-
troversy. Doubtless. the case is one of the
most interes that has been introduoced in
the history of the Leagne.

Ed Slattery’s Lawyer Plainly Tells
the Pardon Board That

COFFEY FIRED THE FATAL SHOT.

If His Client is Pardoned He Will Con-
clusively Prove What He Says.

Sensational statements were made to the
Pardon Board yesterday in Ed Slattery’s
case. The claim is made that il his case is
favorably acted upon it will be shown be-
yond doubt that Ed Coffey killed Meyer at
Bchuetzen Park.

JEFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THNE DISPATCH.\

HARRISBURG, February 20.—Among the
cases argued before the Board of Pardons
to-day was that of Edward Slattery on an
applicstion for a rehearing, W. D. Moore,
of Pittsburg, sppearing for the prisoner.
The ressons submitted for its favorable con-
sideration were: The prisoner had nothing
to do with the murder of Henry Meyer at
Schuetzen Park. The evidence on which he
was convicted was purely circumstantial,
and tended more toward his innocence than
his guilt. Several persons have declared
that Edward Coffey committed the crime.
The jury having recommended his pardon,
going toward showing the doubt of his
guilt, its action on&ht to be entitled to great
weight in view of the character of the testi-
mony on which they based their verdict.

Aletter from Mrs. Slattery was also filed
asking that her son be given & rehearing, ip
order that his innocence may be cstablished.
In addition an affidavit was submitted from
Lewis Reed, stating that he had heard a
man pamed McMshon say that he
Edward Coffey shoot Henry Meyer.
other affidavit from James Conway, who
was present st the shootirg, was
to the effect that Slattery wus not
in a position to bave done the
shooting at Schuetzen Park. If the applica-
tion was favorably comsidered he would
have evidence produced by Thomas M.
Marshall and William Reardon, attorners
for Edward Coffey, to the board stating that
Coffey had committed the erime, Affidavit
would alsc be produced from a boy, who
occnpied a cell next to Coffey’s, showin
that the latter confessed to having kill
He Meyer. Alman named Sinelair, in-
dieg{ with Coffey, would make afidavit
that he saw Cofley fire the fatal shot.

AN UNDERGROUND BATTLE.

Electricians Fight Over the Question of the
Proper Place for Wires,
CH10AGO, February 20.—The convention
of the National Electrical Association took
up the question of underground wires.

ground system of conduits, reported that the
commitiee had communicated with all the
electric light cowpanies in the United
States, From answers received it wonld
seem that the placing of wires underground
hus proved a failure in most, if not all, in-
stances.

None of the companies pui their
wires underground unless compelled to by
municipal suthorities.
